The informant stated that he has become aware through 
his contacts that the United States Government is making "s 
serious inroads against organized crime, particularly in the gam- 
bling field. He stated, however, as a substitute for the revenue 
lost in connection with gambling, that members of organized 

crime have substituted the lucrative juice racket to replace 
their losses in the gambling field. 


He stated that the "outfit" which to him means the 
Chicago area "family" controls organized crime in tbe Chicago 
area and said that their influence extends far beyond Chicago 
and they have connections throughout the country. He stated 
there is a definite tie-in between organized crime on a 
national scale throughout the United States. He advised 

that the connections between territorial organizations are 
real strong ànd that they respect various territorial rights 
amongst them.
